Thos No Businert Like 20, Business / 
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Theatres vs. TV 


O useful service is being done the motion picture in- 
dustry by the current attentions, in Hollywood and 
New York, to the matter of the sale of major product 
to television. Assuredly there is some gold for backlogs of re- 
leased films in those television hillsk—but at what cost! Features 
resting in the vaults have done their duty. All of them well 
worth seeing have been amortized. Selling large numbers of 
these old films to television for competition with new, unamor- 
tized product in the theatres would be sure industrial hari-kari. 
As gregarious as the American people are, they are not so 
foolish as to go out to theatres to pay for what they may re- 
ceive free at home. If high quality films, not seen by a fraction 
of the present audience, are evellahie on home television, mil- 
lions will stop going to motion picture theatres.  * 
Naturally, as time goes on, more pictures will be specially 
made for television presentation. Also some independent pro- 
ducers, after theatrical presentation of their films, will make 
television deals. However, the major distributors should con- 
tinue to draw the line sharply. Clear statements of purpose are 
needed now. The current indecision, like the sword of Dam- 
ocles, should not be suspended over the business. 


T should be abundantly clear that the two masters, theatres 
and television, may not be simultaneously served with the 
same or similar productions. 

A firm decision by major companies to keep all films made 
for theatres reserved for theatres would not be as costly as 
some may imagine. The estimates that the backlog of product 
of each major studio is worth from fifty to sixty million dollars 
is an exaggeration. At present the television market has a 
hard time absorbing films of 26 minutes specially made for it 
at a cost of around $15,000 to $20,000 each. While the mar- 
ket is growing, it will long be a small one. Even should the num- 
ber of television receivers increase five-fold (which is the maxi- 
mum its most enthusiastic commentator now predicts) the tele- 
vision market would not expand greatly. That is true because the 
63 markets now served by television do two-thirds of the na- 
tion's retail business. 

The unions and talent guilds also are doing their part to 
make film companies pause in any plan to turn over product 
to television. The initial deal of the American Federation of 
Musicians with Lippert Productions shows that Mr. James 
Caesar Petrillo will want not less than five per cent of the sales 
price plus re-employment of his members for re-scoring each 
picture (that might average out to another five per cent of 
the television hire price). The |.A.T.S.E. seeks from five to ten 
per cent for its members. The Screen Writers, the Screen Di- 
rectors and the Screen Actors Guilds all want sizable pieces. 


price that television might be able to pay for a nor-

It is hard to imagine that there is 

any negative in a major studio vault worth reprinting that 

could not earn, as a reissue to theatres, at least several times 
the $40,000 studio "take" from a sale to television. 

The whole question of feature product sale to television may 

become academic for two reasons: |) ultimately the television 


A LTOGETHER it would seem that of the $80,000 average 
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program format probably will have no place for one to two 
hour feature films; and 2) quite soon after the present emer- 
gency color television will be in general use and then the tele- 
vision value of all old black and white will shrink sharply. 
Hollywood as it exists today will never be able to depend on 
television. Therefore, just as the theatres have an obligation to 
exploit Hollywood product to the limit, Hollywood has an obli- 
gation to keep faith with the theatres. No mirage of dollars or 
television threats or Government bureaucratic pressures should 
keep the industry from looking to its own economic wellbeing. 


MGM Summer Story 


EARS ago there was an almost universal practice of 
Y ris back big attractions for Fall release. That was 

both a concession to summer heat in theatres before air 
conditioning and also to the old time forty week theatrical 
and vaudeville ‘season.’ Since the first Consent Decree in 
1940 full year selling has been only a memory and with its 
departure went, for all practical purposes, the formal line 
between one product ‘season’ and the next. 

MGM has been in the forefront of the companies that have 
recognized the theatres’ need of strong product during the 
hot weather. Mr. William F. Rodgers, vice-president in charge 
of distribution, has prepared for this summer by scheduling 
for release a number of outstanding attractions, some of which 
such as ‘Father's Little Dividend" and “The Great Caruso” 
have already begun to earn fine grosses. The product line-up 
is an excellent companion to Mr. Rodgers’ farsighted instruc- 
tion to his staff to do whatever possible so that no theatre 
needlessly will suspend operations. 

Mr. Silas F. Seadler, Metro's advertising manager, had the 
happy inspiration to key the presentation of the summer prod- 
uct group to two pictures of an exhibitor's son, Master Ronald 
Dashkin of Jamaica, New York. One picture appeared on 
page 31 of the Herald issue of May 12. It was sent in by 
Mr. Irving Dashkin, the boy's father, who thought the Herald’s 
readers might be interested in guessing what was worrying 
the little fellow. The other picture was made by MGM to 
show, in their view, the impact of the new product on young 
Dashkin and his exhibitor father.

Support for COMPO 
A RECORD that should be emulated by as many exhibitor 


organizations as possible has been set by the Metro- 

politan Motion Picture Theatres Association of New 
York in registering one hundred per cent of its membership 
as voluntary contributors to COMPO. 

COMPO has formulated an important program to assist all 
branches of the business and especially to build box office 
attendance and general industry prestige. Many members of 
COMPO favor vigorous pursuit of these aims even though 
full support is not received from every constituent group. 
However, no program can be effective without adequate 
financing. The agreed sum of one-tenth of one per cent, one 
dollar per thousand dollars of film rentals, is reasonable enough. 

Let us hope that before long a majority rather than a 
minority of the theatres will contribute to COMPO as neces- 
sary "insurance" in these times. 
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Developments and trends that shape 
the motion picture industry's future. 


> Progress of any arbitration plan 
is now up to the distributors. Abram 
F. Myers, national Allied, this week 
said he had no plans for discussions 
but that he would be “availabie” if 
any distributor showed an interest 
in the subject. 


> Now that Technicolor has made 
it known that, in the foreseeable 
future at least, it will not be able to 
process more than its present limit 
of 70 pictures annually, expect other 
color firms to redouble their efforts 
to get the business, Exhibition is 
constantly demanding more pictures 
in color and a number of processes 
are available. 


> The announcement last week, that 
half of the facilities of the Motion 
Picture Center Studio in Hollywood 
will be converted for use by tele- 
vision, is indicative of a strong new 
trend on the coast, sparked by tele- 
vision’s growing demand for prod- 
uct tailored to its specific purposes. 
The Eagle Lion studios are for sale 
to television interests and a large 
portion of its stages already are be- 
ing rented out to video interests. 
The General Service Studios too 
may be taken over partially by a 
television film production company. 
Most of the Nassour studio is occu- 
pied by film work for KTTV, the 
Los Angeles Times’ television sta- 
tion. 


> Early summer may bring a de- 
cision by Eric Johnston on whether 
he will remain in his post as Eco- 
nomic Stabilization administrator or 
return to active duty in the indus- 
try as president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America. 


> Exclusive theatre television pro- 
grams of football games next fall 
are expected to provide the best 
answer thus far on what television 
can do to help the box office. Ap- 


proximately 100 theatres will have 
large screen television projectors in 
use by the end of the football sea- 
son. Extensive use of these theatre 
television projectors should do much 
to demonstrate the relative effective- 
ness of various types of televised 
programs. 


> Exhibitors are viewing with un- 
derstandable alarm the proposal that 
the admission tax to ‘non-theatrical’ 
events be at a lower rate than that 
charged theatres. It is not that they 
object to schools and other non- 
profit organizations receiving favor- 
able tax consideration but on ac- 
count of a precedent that might 
spread to other amusements. In 
Britain, for example, under the new 
budget motion picture theatre ad- 
missions are to be taxed at as much 
as five times the rate for sporting 
events, legitimate theatres and mu- 
sic halls. 


>» The industry and the Government 
are hopeful that their protests will 
forestall the threatened Japanese 
film import quota. The on-the-spot 
work of Irving Maas may be a de- 
cisive factor. Intervention by the 
State Department also has helped 
the industry in the quota matter. 


> Economic experts predict that 
the current abundance of certain 
types of so-called “hard goods” will, 
in a matter of months, be replaced 
by definite shortages. The wisest 
course of action is to purchase now 
all types of theatre equipment and 
supplies which are needed. Almost 
everything made wholly or partially 
of metal is expected to become 
scarce. 


> Agreement of the Australian gov- 
ernment to permit the U. S. film 
companies to remit more of current 
earnings and transfer some of the 
previously blocked funds is further 
evidence of the improving foreign 
film prospects. Partly on account of 
improved economic conditions in 
various areas and partly on account 
of the vast sums the United States 
is spending abroad in connection 
with the defense mobilization pro- 
gram, many countries are no longer 
suffering from an acute shortage of 
dollars.

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TV CUTS SHARPLY INTO 
FILM RAW STOCK SUPPLY 


Networks Ship Thousands 
of Reels Weekly; Need 
Put at 300 Million Feet 


by FRED HIFT 


Television has gone into the film distribu- 
tion business in a big way. 

Every week, the networks ship out thou- 
sands of reels of film recordings and feature 
pictures to their affiliated stations to make 
up for time differences and the still serious 
lack of cable and radio-relay facilities. 


The operation, which started 
only three years ago, is growing 
in scope every month. During the 
current year, the networks expect 
to air-express more than 150,000 
kinescope reels alone. To this 
must be added the considerable 
volume of TV program prints. 
The film recording operations, 
carried on in New York and Hol- 
lywood, are being expanded to 
the point where the raw stock 
they consume is biting into the 
supply available to the motion 
picture companies. 


An estimate submitted by the television 
companies to the National Production 
Authority puts the annual need of the broau- 
casters at 280,000,000 to 300,000,000 feet. 

Although no shortage exists at present, 
the situation nevertheless is considered po- 
tentially serious since the supply of raw 
stock, at best, will remain constant while the 
needs of the telecasters and the military are 
certain to increase. 

Spokesmen for the television broadcasters 
already have indicated they will not be con- 
tent with any future allocation of raw stock 
on the basis of past usage. They feel—and 
are prepared to make the point forcefully 
—that television is an important medium of 
communication and as such should be given 
preference in the time of crisis. 

As one television executive put it flatly 
this week: “We're sitting on a keg of dyna- 
mite. And the explosion may not be too far 
off.” 


Industry Raw Stock Use 
2,000,000,000 Feet Yearly 


There are no accurate figures available, 
but film industry spokesmen put the esti- 
mated raw stock use of the industry at 
approximately 2,000,000,000 feet a year. It 
already has been indicated that future sup- 
plies may be cut short by Government de- 
mands in a situation that may parallel that 
of the last war when the Government and 
the armed services purchased large quanti- 
ties of raw stock both for immediate use 
and for storage at widely separated points 
throughout the world, 
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ASK TV RECORDINGS 
FOR TROOP SHOWS 


The Defense Department has asked 
the television networks to make avail- 
able for showing to the troops tele- 
vision recordings of video shows. The 
networks have responded with letters 
to the advertisers asking their posi- 
tion. The proposal calls for four and 
a half hours of programming a week 
to be provided E the networks, with 
the sponsors to Poot the bill for 52 
prints per show. The kinescope films 
would have the commercials cut out, 
and this provision is cited as the rea- 
son why advertiser response so far 
has been scant. If the program went 
through in its entirety, it would involve 
the use of a potential 25,000,000 feet 
of raw stock. 





Television’s report to the NPA had each 
of the companies stating their approximate 
needs during a year of normal operations 
The National Broadcasting Company asked 
for 100,000,000 feet; The Columbia Broad- 
casting System for 105,000,000 to 110, 
000,000; the American Broadcasting Com- 
pany for 46,000,000; Paramount for 10, 
000,000 and DuMont, other stations and the 
advertising agencies for the rest. 

\ll networks are putting special emphasis 
on the kinescope recording operations and 
are adding equipment in New York and on 
the coast. The bulk of the recording is done 
in 16 mm, with the sound on film, but 35mm 
is used also, particularly on the coast. Para- 
mount Television is keeping its 35mm film 
recording machine in New York busy turn 
ing out special television programs and com 
mercials. 

Shipping at this moment is done ex- 
clusively from New York and Hollywood 
with comparatively few shows originating 
in the film capital as yet. Television execu- 
tives confidently foresee the day when their 
industry will boast a film exchange network 
patterned somewhat after the line of that 
maintained by the motion picture com- 
panies. 

According to Frank C. Lepore, manager 
of film and kinescope recording operations 
at NBC, the network employs 13 in its New 
York exchange and will ship 40,000 kine- 
scope prints to affiliated stations during the 
current year. About 80 programs are pho- 
tographed off-the-tube each week, and the 
number is growing. 

NBC started its kinescope recording op- 
erations in the fall of 1948 and Mr. Lepore 
says the practice is spreading. Complaints 
about the quality of kinescopes are numer- 
ous but Charles Townsend, technical di- 
rector of the kinescope recording division 


at NBC, says the poor images resulting from 
film recordings often are due to local condi 
tions rather than the original recording job 
“When you have an engineer handling both 
the control board and the projector you 
can’t expect him to do a good job,” he said. 
“Naturally, the kinescope will always have 
its deficiencies, but we’re improving it all 
along.” 

Although the laboratories are capable of 
undertaking rush orders on occasion, it takes 
NBC a week to 10 days to produce prints 
from one of its kinescope recordings. The 
hourly rate charged the sponsor is $525, 
with $125 for each print. 

Networks Retain the 
Ownership of Prints 


The networks maintain a tight control on 
the use of their film recordings, making suré 
that none are shown for profit by the spon- 
sor or any of his employees. In fact, the 
network retains ownership of all prints, the 
latter being loaned to the sponsors on a 
permanent basis. 

Shipping costs are high At CBS, H 
Grant Theis, head of the network’s film 
department, says CBS spends something like 
$75,000 a year sending prints all over the 
country. CBS records about 80 shows and 
distributes approximately 1,200 reels a 
week. According to Mr. Theis, the network 
anticipates using about 78,000,000 feet dur 
ing 1951 for 16mm off-the-tube recording 
alone. Four recording machines are kept 
busy in New York seven days a week. Any 
where from one to 40 prints are struck from 
the original negative. 

At the American Broadcasting Company, 
Robert Holland, manager of the film and 
recording division, says his network han 
dles about 1,800 kinescope prints a month,

The graph shows the rise in 
the cost of living index from September, 
1945 to December, 1950.

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Lippert Finds Little Call 


For Old Films on TV 


by WILLIAM R. WEAVER 
Hollywood Editor 


Exhibitors can stop worrying about old 
pictures popping up on the local television 
station in important numbers for quite a 
spell, according to Robert L. Lippert, who 
says he found this out, and why, the hard 
way. Back from a tour of the nation’s tele- 
vision cities, where he was equipped to dis- 
pose of quite a parcel of his 1946-47 pic- 
tures on the spot, he says the widely re- 
ported station demand for them isn’t there. 
Save in New York and Los Angeles, he 
says, the station’s just plain don’t need any. 

Motion picture people have been generally 
misled in their thinking, simply by their 
place of residence, according to the first pro- 
ducer-distributor to sign an American Fed- 
eration of Musicians contract enabling him 
to sell television any or all of his pictures 
at any time. Living in Los Angeles and 
New York, the only two cities serviced by 
seven TV stations and the only two tele- 
casting regularly daytimes, film people have 
assumed these conditions are typical of the 
country. 

Actually, he says, stations in cities with 
one or two channels loaded with 
cheap kinescopes and local material, and so 


are so 


free of competition, they could hardly find 
time to televise an hour-long film, even if 
a local sponsor could afford to pay for a 
program of that kind and duration. Most 
such stations telecast evenings only, he says, 
and it will be a long time, even after and 
if the expected mushrooming of station 
installations occurs, before they'll have run 
off the accumulated supply of old pictures 
already dissipated in New York and 
Angeles. 

In view of his discoveries, Mr. Lippert is 
going to slow down his program of rescor- 
ing old pictures for television release, con- 
centrating instead on production of exploi- 
tation films like “Steel Helmet” and ‘Rock 
etship XM,” and of dual-purpose films like 
“Pier 23” (see review in last week’s HeEr- 
ALD).

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Canada TV 
Set Sales 
Up Sharply 


There has been a marked increase in the 
sale and manufacture of television sets in 
Canada in recent months, but despite the 
growing interest in the new entertainment 
medium, theatre operators report no ob- 
vious drop in business. 

Although television stations are not sched- 
uled to begin operating in Canada until the 
fall of this year, many programs originating 
in the U. S. are available to television set 
owners near the border, such as southern 
Ontario. The Ontario peninsula, inciden- 
tally, the heavily populated area in 
Canada, where such cities as Toronto, Nia- 
gara Falls and Windsor are located, shows 
the heaviest concentration of television re- 
ceivers. 

According to the Dominion Government's 
Bureau of Statistics, which has stated that 
some 4,000 television sets were sold during 
January—almost exclusively in Ontario— 
the increase in radio set purchases has been 
comparable. The comparative sales between 
last January and January, 1950, are signifi- 
cant: television, January, 1951—4,000; 1950 
—460; radio, January, 1951—50,685; 1950 
—37,812. 

Last week, as Canadian Admiral (affili- 
ate of the Admiral Corp., of Chicago) 
opened its new $500,000 television manufac- 
turing plant at Port Credit, Ont., other U. S. 
manufacturers with Canadian branches like 
Philco and RCA Victor were speeding plans 
to get in on the production of sets. In its 
old plant set up in 1946 in Toronto, Admiral 
had produced and sold some 16,000 sets and 
in 1950 alone its sales totaled $5,000,000 
with a net profit of $308,000. 

At the new Port Credit plant, Admiral has 
set a scheduled output of 25,000 sets an- 
nually, and a company official has stated 
that production can be increased to 50,000 
annually on short notice.

William Pine and William Thomas, old and 
experienced hands at turning out outdoor action 
films, have come up with a picture in Techni 
color that is a credit to their knowledge of mak 
ing the most of production values. 

There is nothing unusual about the story 
But it's an authentic piece of entertainment, 
packed with chills and thrills, and featuring 
excellent characterizations by John Payne, Den 
nis O'Keefe, Arleen Whelan and the remainder 
of the competent cast. This should prove an 
excellent buy for caihliots who take the trou- 
ble to give it the necessary promotion 
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Payne plays the part of a cruel prison fugi 
tive who is leader of a gang of convicts one 
step ahead of the baying blood hounds. In their 
frantic efforts to escape capture, they come 
across a wagon train led by a minister, O'Keefe 
force themselves on the pilgrims in order to 
avoid detection, and in effect kidnap the men 
women and children as they wend their way 
to California. 

Payne is heartless in his treatment of his 
prisoners, beats them and menial 
on them, while O’Keefe keeps turning the other 
cheek in order to avoid the death of any of 
his charges. Events reach such a critical point 
however, that a showdown is forced and the 
minister beats Payne almost insensible 

In due course, there is a change of heart on 
the part of Payne. He comes to understand th 
minister’s position and begins to appreciate th« 
hopes of the people he has tortured and hat 
rassed, and is all but ready to settle down in 
the new California community. But this is not 
to be, for his cohorts have discovered gold, and 
in fighting among themselves, Payne blows un 
the cave, intentionally burying himself and his 
crew. Actually, the story comes off better in 
the acting then in the telling, for the Pine 
Thomas team, with the help of Lewis R. Foster 
who directed and wrote the screenplay have 
injected a fine sense of drama, wonderful ph 
tography, intelligent acting, and a sensitive ap 
proach to the moral issues.
